local exchange asked for a raise, were refused, planned a 
strike and after coming out were induced by the Superin- 
tendent to return to work on promise of adjusting: the dif- 
ficulty with a raise of wages. The raise was. given later— 
one (1.) cent per hour. 


The advancing cost of living had long since made even 


existing at our rate of*pay a problem, and we had been 
hunting for relief for some time without results, when, on 
the inability to stand conditions made our demands neces- 
sary and we asked for an increase of from 3 to 7 cents an 
hour and same was refused we could stand it no longer and 
quit January 31st. 


At this time two of the girls were receiving 16 cents 


per hour or $1.28 per day; two 1Q cents per hour or $1.20 
per day; two 14 cents or $1.1.2 per day and three 12 cents 
per hour or 96 cents per eight hours service.

We have been, asked three times 
to go back since coming out but refused each time until our 
raise would bo granted.

One year ago the H. & C. telephone operators at the 


local exchange asked for a raise, were refused, planned a 
strike and after coming out were induced by the Superin- 
tendent to return to work on promise of adjusting: the dif- 
ficulty with a raise of wages. The raise was. given later— 
one (1.) cent per hour. 


The advancing cost of living had long since made even 


existing at our rate of*pay a problem, and we had been 
hunting for relief for some time without results, when, on 
the inability to stand conditions made our demands neces- 
sary and we asked for an increase of from 3 to 7 cents an 
hour and same was refused we could stand it no longer and 
quit January 31st. 


At this time two of the girls were receiving 16 cents 


per hour or $1.28 per day; two 1Q cents per hour or $1.20 
per day; two 14 cents or $1.1.2 per day and three 12 cents 
per hour or 96 cents per eight hours service. 
We asked 


for 19 cents per hour. 
Could one really exist on less? 


We have read the company's statement and deny the 


story of the locking out of the chief operator, as the key 
was in the lock and the door was unlocked when the man- 
age)1 came and he knows it. As to the destruction of the 
rate cards and other records we have5 no knowledge of any • 
such destruction. 


Wo think-our'demands were reasonable-and .right; wo 


will let the public judge as to who is fair on the wage pro- 
position.

Further, we asked for the salary due us up to the 31st 


of January—and we all need our little bit of money—but 
the manager told us we would have to wait until February 
,10th to get it. Is that fair? 


Wo gave, the service we were paid to give or could .give 


under the circumstances. We have been, asked three times 
to go back since coming out but refused each time until our 
raise would bo granted.
